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TAX/AD VALOREM TAX
(Constitutional Amendment) Provides relative to ad valorem property tax sales
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Purpose of Bill: At a tax sale, collectors are no longer required to sell the least amount of property if a tax debtor does not
point out sufficient property for taxes, interest, penalties and cost. Property sold for the delinquent 5% penalty may be bid
on in increments of one-tenth of one percent. This bill also provides that moveable property sold at a tax sale will cover
interest, penalties and costs.

To be submitted to the electors at the statewide election to be held on November 2, 2010.
